FIFTY-FIRST SESSION, 


Results of the Labors of Our. Senators 


and Representatives. 


, WASHINGTON, September 28,—In two o 
three days the long session of the Fifty 
first Congress will come to an end 
It bas 


been almost the longest ever held. Al- 
though the first session of the Fifty firsi 
Congress lasted until October 20tb, th 
present session, oy reason of longer daily 
sessions, has thus fur exceeded it in work- 
ing time, and the amount of legislative 
work actually accomplished has been ex 
traordinary, viewed in the light of th 
previous Congress, The record so far is 
Bills and joint resolutions introduced ia 
the House and Senate 12,402, against 15, 
496, the first session of the last Congress 
which, in this matter, far excelled al 
previous records; reports made, Housi 
3,216; Senate, 1,817, no account beini 
taken in the Senate of other than writtei 
reports; bills pawed—by the House 1,292 
o! which the Senate has passed 849—(nl 
except these 849 have become laws or ar 
awaiting the President's approval): by thi 
Senate, 1,100, of which 486 were sent t< 
President, making the total number abou 
1,335 Acts of the law, against 1,790 for th 
whole of the last Congress. Of these Act 
806 House and 275 Senate bills were pen 
sions to individuals, 


In the completed work of the session 


aside from the tariff bill, the following ar 
some ot the many important measures en 
acted into laws. The silver bill, custom 
administrative bill, dependent and rtisabi 
ity pension bill, anti-trust bill, anti-Iotter 
bill, World's Fair bill, admission of Idah 
and Wyoming, meat inspection bill, tan 
(•rant forfeiture bill, original packing bll 
additions to the navy; also, bills repealin 
the Act of 1883, which withdrew practically 
all western public lands from settlemen 
and providing that hereafter only active re 
serve sites shall be withdrawn, and that n 
one person shall enter more than 320 acres 
bill for the relief of the Missiesppi valle 
flood fluff fliers; Portage lake and Hennepin 
canal, and Gulveston harbor projects; bi 
for large addition to the olerijal force in th 
Pension Office, to adjudicate cases nnde 
the new Acts; providing for the olassifica 
tion of worsted clothes in woolens; that n 
person in time of peace shall be tried fo 
desertion after a lapse of two years; to pro 
vect desertions in the army, by enablin 
rejinita to "buy cot;" extending the Ac 
for the relief of railroad land settlers; sev 
eral bills regarding Indian reservations am 
treaties; for census, farm mortgages, etc. 
also, the census of Chinese; inoreasini 
the pensions for total helplessness, bil 
for on Assistant Secretary in each of tb 
War and Navy Departments. 


There were eighteen contested election 


cases before the House, and seven of 
Republican contestants have been seated 
Toe Senate seated two Republican Bens 
ators from Montana. 


Seven bills have been vetoed by the Pres 


ident—three of them public building bills 
two bills authorizing indebtedness in 
creased in certain cities or counties, on. 
changing the boundaries of the TJnoom 
pahgre Indian reservation, and the othei 
extending (ha time for the payment o 
ands purchased from the Omaha tribe ol 
Indians. 


Among the bills which passed the House 


>nt have not yet passed the Senate are (hi 
federal election bill, the national bank 
ruptcy bill, the bill for tbe relief of tbe 
Supreme Court, the compound lard bill 
;he bill to prevent product of convict laboi 
being furnished upon public buildings or 
works, the eight-hour back pay bill, the bil 
to repeal tbe timber culture law and the 
eight-hour a day bill, 


Among the Senate bills which have noi 


passed the House, are the shipping anc 
subsidy bill, the bill granting California 
five per cent, of the proceeds df the sale of 
public lands, the bill to enlarge Yellow 
stone Park, the bill to grant a right of way 
Urough vacunt public lands, tbe bill for 
irrigation purposes, the bill for compulsory 
education of Indian children, and the bill 
or the inspection ot live cattle and beef 
products for exportation. 


The Blair educational bill and interna- 


tional copyright bill were defeated in Jhe 
Senate and House respectively. 
Many 


ther bills of prominence have not yet been 


acted upon by either House.

The Snsanville Advocate remarks:

one-half to one cent per pound, or on cat 
tie from two to four cents per pound. It 
is readily apparent how much such in 
creased valuation would improve the pros 
perity of an agricultural community, am 
by analogy the great gain of our aisle 
State is realized. Hence we say that al 
we now need is that our railroad come t< 
our farms and forests, and we will send tc 
Nevada those things which she needs anc 
of which we bare a surplus, thereby bene 
fitting the people of both States,llor we ar 
so close tbat we can under-sell all competi 
tors and yet receive much more for ou 
products than in the immediate past, when 
the general business of tbat State has been 
so greatly stagnated. Time was when Vir 
ginia City, Carson and Reno absorbed th 
surplus of this oounty at splendid prices 
and when that time comes again, and wit 
it a railroad, both of which are now withii 
sight or mental vision, our prosperity wii 
be unsurpassed.

The season for ice shipment is drawing 


to a close and the ice magnates are able to 
figure out the season's business, At the 
opening of Spring, the ice-houses along the 
river ooutained about 70,000 tons of ice. 
There is now on hand about 13,000 tons, 
of which about 8,000 tons will be required 
to supply the coast demand for the renn&ia 
der of the season. There is a demand for 
ice in the East and it is expected that 
several thousand tons will be shipped in 
that direction within the nest few weeks. 
Toe ice crop East was very short last 
Winter, hence this unusual call for Sierra 
Nevada ioa. The consequence ia that in 
all probability there will not be more than 
a 1,000 tons on hand when the new crop 
oommrdoea to be harvested. The Galen of 
natural Ice this year exceed by 10,000 tons 
the sales of any former year. Notwith- 
standing the increased output and rivalry 
of the ice machines, the demand for the 
natural product keeps increasing every 
year. Ice is now a necessity, and it will 
be hard times if the ice companies should 
fail to secure a good crop the coming 
Winter.
